‘KILLED AT LINCOLN, NEB. 


W. u. Iryine Cowmits the Deed, Alleging | 


That the Victim Had Ruined His Home 
_ He Enters a Crowded Dining-Boom 
and Fires the Fatal Shot as Montgom- 
ery Comes to Meet Him with Out- 
stretched Hand—Chicago Said to Be 
the Pl.ce Where the Trouble Started. 
Lixcoix, Neb., May 26.—[{Special.}--C. E. 
Montgomery was shot and killed in the din- 
ing- room of the Lincoln Hotel at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning by W. H/Irvine. It occurred 
in such a prominent place, in the midst of so 
large a number of people, and upon so impor- 
tant an occasion—the quarto-centennial cele- 
bration of the admission of Nebraska into the 
Uuion as a State—that it stands out in bold 
relief when compared with similar seusation- 
al events which have transpired in 


the door facing the south. Mr. Irvine 
entered the door and was seen to stand a 
moment glancing around the room, evidently 
in search of some one. As his eyes rested 
upon Montgomery he started towards bim. 


ing or gesture of protest. Drawing a revolver 
from his hip pocket Irvine raised it and fired 
two shots at his victim, both shots taking ef- 
fect near the heart. Montgomery staggered 
from the table out of the door into the cor- 
ridor, where he evidently tried to reach one of 
the circular divans near the door, but he fell 
to the floor in front of it and died without ut- 
tering a word. He was picked up and laid on 
a bed in Parlor C. ’ 

In the meantime Irvine had been secured. 
He made no attempt to resist, but, on the 
contrary, stated that he wanted to give him- 
selfup. He was greatly excited and stated 
that Montgomery had ruined his wife ia the 
Curtis Hotel in Chicago Feb. 6 last, and he 
produced a number of letters and telegrams 
which, he declared,.contained the proofs. He 
then compietely collapsed. He was immedi- 
ately taken to the police station, where a few 
friends were permitted to see him. It was 
some time tefore he could be calmed, aud it 
was not until he had been removed to the pe ni- 
tentiary that he resumed anything like com- 
posure, 

Gossip had connected the names of Mrs. 
Irvine and Mr. Montgomery for many years. 
Mr. Irvine believed that Montgomery had 
ruined his home and disgraced the honor of 
his name. The facts in the case will prob- 
ably be developed later, when Mr. Irvine 
produces the proofs he claims to have in his 
possession. 

Montgomery Came from Indiana. 

C. E. Montgomery, the victim of tite shoot- 
ing, came to Lincoln from Indiana 
1885, and the following year made this city his 
home. He was about 45 years of age 
and unmerried. He had the reputation 
of being a ladies’ man, and his name had been 
connected with several incidents of similar 
character.

which institution he was President. He was 
also a airector of the Industrial Savings Bank, 
a stockholder in the Colambian National 
Bank, and in the La Porte, Tex., syndicate, 
of which he was also Tecasurer. He also owned

Mr. Montgomery returned yesterday morn- 
ing from La Porte, where he had been on a 
business trip. Heis a stockholder in the Lin- 
coln Hotel company, and made that hostelry 
his home. He was married in Indiana some 
fifteen years ago, but his wife lived but a few 
months, 

W. H. Irvine, who wielded the revolver with 
such deadly effect, is about 35, slender, and 
well appearing. He was formerly a residont 
of Lincoln, and lived at No. 1820 G street. He 
came to Lincoln previous to the 1887 boom, 
and with N. C. Abbott was engaged in the 
real-estate business. He laid out sev- 
eral additions to the northeastern part 
of ‘the city, and ,amassed considerable 
money. Afterwards Irvine and McGee were 
engaged in the wholesale glass business. 
Two years ago he removed to Salt Lake City 
and sgain engaged in the real-estate business. 
Last fall he was elected a member of the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature on the Liberal ticket. 

During the period of Irvine’s residence in 
Lincoln Mrs. Irvine, who is said to be a hand- 
some woman and fond of admiration, was 
often seen in Montgomery’s company, and 
she received him at her home. Their names 
were unfavorably connected by public rumor. 
Irvine has been married for nearly twelve 
years, and his daughter whom he claimed Mont- 
gomery had ruined, presumably meaning her 
reputation, is but 10 years of age. : 

Irvine Came to Chicago for Proofs, 

Irvine arrived in the city Sunday last, but 
proceeded the same day to Chicago, where, it 
is presumed, he obtained the evidence which 
he claims to have, He arrived in the city on 
the 5 o’clock flyer this morning, and waited 
around the hotel for Montgomery to appear. 
The shooting created a tremendous sensation, 
owing to the prominence of the parties. The 
room where Montgomery’s budy lay was be- 
sieged by curious men. Few were admitted, 
however. ‘The body lay stretched on the floor, 
the head supported by a loosely-rolled blan- 
ket. His coat and vest were off, and his shirt, 
covered with olood, was drawn up, exposing 
to view the two gaping wounds, about an inch 
and a quarter apart, near the heart. Under- 
taker’ Thomas was called and dressed the 
body. Dr. Crim, the Coroner, was called, 
and, after viewing the body, impaneled a 
jury to bold an inquest. 

W. C. Coleman, an eye-witness of the affair, 
who was compelled to leave Omaha, was ex- 
amined, He detailed the facts substantially 
as given above. When Irvine walked in he 
had his uvercoat on and his hat in his hand. 
C. E. Teague, thecolored head waiter, saw the 
shots fired, but did not hear what was said. 
He had seen Irvine once before that morning. 
He had come to the door of the dining-room 
about ten or fifteen winutes previous to the 
shooting and looked in. Montgomery was 
not there and he turned and walked back to the 
parior. | 

One of the bullets presumably struck the 
wall of the heart and severed the great blood 
vessel which supplies the body on its way to 
the spinal column. The other bullet struck to

FINED FOR. PLAYING BASEBALL SUNDAY. 


Mayor Case of Racine Refuses to Anawer 


Questions More Convictions Likely. 

Racixn, Wis., May 8.—[ Special. — The Cit 
izens’ League was victorious in its first case 
against the baseball players today. Peter 
Herman, the catcher for the Racines, was 
found gviity and paid a nominal fine. Mayor 
Case was the first witness. The District At- 
torney asked him if he was present at the 
baseball game last Sunday. The Mayor re- 
fused to answer, for the reason that it might 
have a tendency to criminate himself. The 
Justice said that he might answer, but he still 
refused, when the District Attorney asked that 
he be committed to jail for contempt. Then 
Mayor Case left the court-réom, but was 
soyn brought back by the Sheriff and an- 
swered some questions that would in no wise 
criminate him.

This bill has been debated at some length 
and has met with opposition on the part of 
nearly all the Democratic Senators excep} 
Senator Morgan of Alabama. Their objec- 
tions are twofold. One of them is that it 
would produce the anomaly of a sovereignty 
creating forty-four different criminal codes by 
adovting the criminal laws of forty-four dif- 
ferent States, the result bemg that an offense 
committed against an alien in violation of his 
treaty rights might be punished one way in 
Illinois and another in Indiana. It is not

The State-rights people, with Senator Palm-

I insist that 
to establish distinctions like this between aliens 
and citizens in a place like Chicago would be 
practically to place the protection of the rights 
of the people in the hands of two distinct juris 
dictions.

United States as asa State court, . 
These gentlemen to be afraid that if 
this bill were to pass the United States courts 
would reach out eagerly and seek to lay hands 
on all criminal cases where aliens were con- 
cerned, and that United States District Attor- 
neys would be glad to add to their own labors 
by bringing such cases before Federal grand 
juries. If that were true, then this bill would 
be amenable to some of the objections raised 
by its critics. If every offense against the 
rights of an alien in this city were to be tried 
in the United States District Court, it would 
not only be loaded down with business, but 
continual complications would ensue. It was 
not the desire of the framers of the bill that 
this should happen, and it is not likely that it 


Would. Were an Italian who was the victim 


of assault and battery to ask the United States 
District Attorney in Chicago to take up his 
case, the latter would unquestionably tell him 
to go over to the North Side, for the object of 
the bill is to provide that where through local 
prejudice, as in the case t the Italians at 
New Orleans for instance, the alien cannot get 


his rights in a State court, then he can turn to

and clad in coarse jeans, It regrets that the 
United States, instead of adopting a policy 
which built up big cities and also filled the 
prairies of the West with farmers, did not 
adhére to one by which Chicago would at 


this time be a little town of a few thousand 


inhabitants, while Minneapolis and St. Paul 
would probably have 5,000 each, Omaha and 
Kansas City from 3,000 to 5,000, St. Louis 
30,000, Cincinnati 25,000, Cleveland and De- 
troit 10,000 each, New York City 100,000, and 
Philadelphia 50,000. The total population of 
the United States would be perhaps 20,000,000, 
and its wealth a tenth or a fifteenth of what it 
is now. This is substantially what would 
have been the state of affairs, according to tne 
old Kentucky Whig who dictates the utter- 
ances of the senior Democratic organ. 

He admits that the absence of protection 
would make it impossible to have huge popu- 
lous cities and a Yreat accumulation of 
wealth. If that beso then the establishment 


of the free trade which he is battlmg for 


would necessarily result in a rapid retrogres- 


sion toward that idyllic state of existence he 


prefers, and in the obliteration of all the great 
manufacturing industries he dislikes so much. 
Only a few of the coarse, common, primitive 
hand trades, such as cobbling, tinkering, and 
blacksmithing, would survive. Railroads 
would be few and far between as in Russia, 
and Amerizans w have to live much as 
people do in that empire. Farmers would 
have to haul their products hundreds of miles 
to market, get but little for them, and pay 
high prices for the goods they bought, They 
would lead a poor, miserable life. But ac- 
cording to the Kentucky sage there would be 
no need of compulsory education laws, and 
hence he would prefer ruralism and poverty. 

There would be but one way in which the 
great manufacturing cities could retain their 
population, That would be by the work- 
people who inhabit them being forced to ac- 
cept European wages and European condi- 
tions of life.. In that case they would have to 
exploit the labor of their children to a far 
greater extent than they do now and the neces- 
sity for compulsory,education would arise, 
but the editor of the senior Democratic organ 
would not care to have cities and manufact- 
ures on those. terms. He would prefer to 
have the United States a purely agricultural 
community, furnishing nothing to its own 
people but bread, meat, and graves, depend- 
ent on foreign countries for clothing, imple- 
ments, and arms, competing with Russians 
and Hindoos for a market for its breadstuffs, 
and forced to accept whatever the great man- 
ufacturing States of Europe might see fit to 
give for them.

THE CANADIAN DILEMMA, 

The Canadian Government appearsto be be- 
tween the devil and the deep sea in the matter 
of trade relations with this country and sees 
no way to extricate itself from this undesira- 
ble and hazardous position. No arrangement is 
possible with this country on the basis of limit- 
ed reciprocity, as the Canadian Commissioners 
recently discovered at Washington. The door 
being closed in their faces here, the Canadians 
have turned to the mother country. A resolu- 
tion was passed by the Canadian House of 
Commons recently to the effect that when- 


ever the products of the Dominion are admit- 


ted to British markets on more favorable 
terms than those of foreign countries Canada 
will be prepared to grant corresponding ad- 
vantages in the shape of reductions of duties 
upon British To this proposition the 
London Economist makes answer substantial- 
ly as follows: 

Canadian goods are already free of duty in En- 
giand, so that the proposal is for Great Britain to 
tax the corresponding imports from other nations. 
In 1890 England took £10,305,900 of the chief 
articles of Canadiandéxport, but in the same year 
imported £78,756,600 of the same classes of goods 
from other countries, Thus the proposition is 
that England tax her subjects on seven-eighths of 


their ases of the goods in question for the 


sake of getting a reduction on British exports to 
Canada. But the latter all told were under 27, 
000,000 in 1890, and to putatax on £78,000,000 of 
goods bought in order to get rid of a tax on £7,- 
000,000 of goods sold is a losing business.

Some of our protectionists think the abandon- 
ment by England of free trade in whole or in part 
would be the making of Canada. But this view 
is open to question. Jf the policy be departed 
from a little there is a danger that a larger de- 
partare will come, and should that departure in- 
volve agricultural protection, the tariff on farm 
products may also apply to us. We are strongly 
loyal, but apparently not sufficiently so to dis- 
criminate in favor of the British manufacturer. 
Similarly, the English agriculturist, although very 
friendly to Canada, may not be disposed to lose 
any portion of the profit a tariff may give him by 
omitting Canadian products from thé customs 
exactions. Anyway no protective project can be 
said to be advantageous to Canada unless it gives 
us a customs preference; and such a preference 
Lord Salisbury does not for one moment suggest. 


The Tory politicians of Canada want free 
trade with the United States, but they desire 
also to carefully protect their manufactures 
by levying heavy duties on all American com- 
peting goods! And then they want the 
mother country to play vat to rake the mon- 
key’s chestnuts out of the fire! As might 
have been expected, the wise old dame does 
not see matters in that light. After all, the 
business can end in only one way and come 
to this solution—viz. : Unlimited reciprocity, 
a common tariff against England and all 
other nations, pooling of revenues, and di- 
vision pro rata. This will bring good times 
to Canada &nd nothing else will. How long 
will it be before the Canadians decide to 
accept the inevitable? 


AN OLD WISCONSIN TARIFF PLATFORM. 


The New York Evening Post says: 

In the year 1875, on the 7th day of July, and 
in the Uity of Madison, a platform was adopted in 
which the Republicans of Wisconsin declared 

% That woe are in favor of a tariff for revenue 
only, so adjusted as to be the least burdensome 
and most favorable to the interests of labor and 
industry.“ 

Nor was 1875 the last year in which Western Re- 
publicans adopted a tariff for revenue only" 
plank.

The real meaning of the declaration of the 
Wisconsin Republicans in 1875 was that tariff 
duties should not be levied to defeat revenue 
by beng made so high as to be prohibitory. 
They were opposed to the levying ot duties for 
protection only, which could produce no reve- 
nue, which is alleged to be the case with some 
of those imposed by the McKinley law. 

But they wanted the duties to be so imposed 
as to be most favorable to the interests of 
labor and industry.“ That same idea is set 
forth in the Democratic National platforms of 
1884 and 1888. In those years the Democrats 
declared that established domvstic industries 
must not be endangered by the correction of

They 
would be of enormous thickness and immeas- 
urably stronger than either of the present 
dams in or above Joliet. It is impossible to 
conceive of their giving way, unless the force 
which attacked them was that of a glacier, 
such as once plowed through that region. 
In the next place, when the storm waters of 
the Desplaines come down from above Sum- 
mit in such volume as to fill the Chicago chan- 
nel, no water from the Chicago watershed or 
Lake Michigan could flow south and west of 
Summit in that artificial channel. The floods 
of the Desplaines would simply exclude the 
Chicago discharge for the time being. Thus, 
during the late floods no Chicago water ran 
into tne Desplaines, but, on the contrary, sev- 
eral hundred thousand feet per minute of 
Desplaines River water overflowed through 
the Chicago River into Lake Michigan. What 
was the editor of the News thinking of not to 
see that when the Desplaines is up the dis- 
charge from Chicago will cease and that there 
cannot be a. flow of 1,500,000 cubic feet per 
minute through the rock-out? 
It is true that the storm waters of the 


. Desplaines will be discharged more rapidly 


when the Chicago channel is cut through the 
rock than they are now when the limestone 
ridge holds them back to some extent and 
they overflow the Desplaines Valley this side 
of the rock barrier. But that increased rapid- 
ity of discharge will do no harm to Joliet, for 
the water will be pentied im by enormous 
levees of stone as it nears the city—levees 
which it cannot break and which it will not 
overflow. Even if the discharge were to be 
as great as the editor estimates not the least 
injury could happen to Joliet under any cir- 
cumstances. He is playing the part of an 
alarmist so that the people will be sure to 
read his paper.

Warm Welcome Accorded the Stench 


Little Craft and Its Crew Facts About 
the Trip from Bergen to Chicago-The 


Way of Greeting—Response by Capt. 
Wiese—The Keturn of the Vessel. 


Witb the music of bands, floating of flags, 
tooting of whistles, singing of Norwegian and 
Awerwan patriotic songs, and raising of 
cheers, that are legal tender for enthusiasm in 
all nations, the Wergeland of Bergen, Nor- 
way, the first steamship to make the trip 
direct to Chicago, entered port yesterday noon. 

It left Bergen April 14, had an easy passage 
over the Atlantic, entered the St. Lawrence 
River two weeks later and steamed up to 
Montreal, and there was confronted with 
fresh water difficulties, the first in its career. 
Its Captain, Ludwig Wiese of Stockholm, a 
young but experienced navigator, learned that 
in the St. Lawrence and Lachine Canals there 
was scarcely enough water to carry a tug 
boat and was actordingly compelled to 
„ lighter the boat of all but 600 of its 3,000 
barrels of cargo of fish and oil. The 2,400 
barrels were shipped to Kingston by rail and 
reshipped there. This expense was  suf- 
ficient to counteract all the profit 
to be gained by a direct trip, and 
served as a powerful argument for deep 
water American connections between the At-

lantic and Lake Erie. The boat left Montreal 
May 12, had an uneventful voyage up the St. 
Lawrence, found Lakes Ontario, Erie, Huron, 
and Michigan calm and peaceful, reached Ra- 
cine, Wis., Wednesday night, and remained 
there till daylight yesterday morning.

At the foot of 
Van Buren street, where she stood, there were 
also the steam yachts Viola, chartered by 
Peter Johnson; the Rosaline, Charm, San- 
beam, Minnie B., and others, all decked with 
American and Norwegian flags and streamers

As the black Norwegian steamer forged 
southward, essorted by the steam yachts and 
tugs that went to weleome it, it presented an 
imposing sight. Its black iron hull was rusted 
‘by the action of the salt water, but on deck 
and above deck all was bright as a new dollar. 
At its bow the red and blue and white and yel- 
low union flag of Sweden and Norway floated 
to the breeze, and at the stern the blue and 
white bars and red field, the particular flag of 
Norway, betokened the nationality of the boat.
